The tenth chapter of St. Matthew is 
our first answer to the question, can we 
heal? , To eure the body, to make it 
sound and of good strength, to'heal the 


flesh is not so easy a matter as many’ 


seem to think. Healing of the physical 
diseases and imperfections of man 1s as 
old as the history of man; it was prac- 
ticed by the very earliest of mankind, 
ere medicine and the intricacies of the 
Pharmacopeia had entered the field to 
assist man in the use of the preparations 
of Pharmaceuties. Before pharmacists 
or pharmacies were known, man depend- 
ed upon nature and the plants and herbs 
of nature for the healing of his bodily 
ills and the freeing of his body from 
disease. 

In this дау and age of enlighteninent, 
wiedom and knowledge have united, and 
as a result, man has at his command 
everything possible, in the way of Skill- 
ed and Trained Physicians, medicines 
galore, methods innumerable, and all 
the means and essentials for the speedy 
healing of his body. We cannot nor will 
wo attempt to cast down all the good 


that has been brought about through the 
instrumentalities of Physicians, Sur- 
geons, Pharmacists and the Pharma- 
copeia and Pharmaceutics; to do so 
seems the assumption of a judgment ri- 
diculous in its fanaticism; but we do 
stand appalled. and dumbfounded when 
we know, beyond a doubt, that the

We are perplexed at the steady march 
of disease and the apparent inade- 
quacy of curative agencies; we cannot 
understand why Consumption, Diph- 
theria, Small Pox, Brain and Nerve 
Diseases, Cancers and Tumors defy the 
skill and learning of even the most noted 
schools of medicine; we fail to compre- 
hend the reason of such conditions; we 
are lost in the maze of repeated efforts, 
theories, and attempts; we must arise 
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and exclaim what is their lacking in the 
understanding of modern Medicines and 
their real efforts? Why is it some one 
cannot come to the front with just the 
right combination of drugs for the 
ousting of these so-called incurable dis- 
eases, usually termed chronic cases? 

15 there not a lack of that something 
which makes men delve into the very 
depths of nature, grapple with the very 
dregs of distempered conditions in order 
to bring to man that all permeating re 
quisite to the restoration of his body, 
FAITH in the efficacy of remedial 
agencies and in the Powers of the Phy- 
sician to heal his afflictions and set him 
free from fear and doubt as to a final 
triumph over any and all manner of 
sickness, disease and congested condi- 
tions? Mayhap there is a lack of that 
Love, which alone assures professional 
excellence and perfection in healing. 

The Divine Healer, alone, if he be 
true to his high calling, seems to have 
solved, at least in part, the cause of 
much failure in healing; he has suc- 
ceeded in begetting, or in establishing 
the first essential to all real healing, 
Faith in himself, and the Spirit, work- 
ing in and through him; he has, there- 
fore, through Faith, in spite of ages of 
dependency upon medicines and methods

The Subconscious is potential, for 
this reason, people who go to a Revealer 
of Truth, or rather a Psychic of real 
Attainment, have actually created for 

them the opportunities revealed to them 
as future possibilities, by the True Re- 
vealer as an Advisor, and if, there in 
the spirit of expectancy and good will, 
reccive just what they go for and expect, 
the results sought, in truthful proph- 
esies, while those going in the spirit of 
antagonism and scepticism get just what 


they go for, the destruction of them- : 


selves as well as their hopes, because 
of this potentiality of the Subconscious, 
licence, we make or destroy ourselves in 
the presence of the Real Psychic, the 
inan of Real Attainment. So is it that 
cach one, either through themselves, or 
by process of others, make or unmake 
themselves, and, hence, it is, that each 
one 1з the maker of his own psychical 
process. 

We are cither potentialities or weak- 
lings, even as we are capable of genuine 
creative thought. 

The Brain and Nervous System is the 
micans of transmission as well as the 
moans of transmutation; the movement 
is cyclical the same as that of electricity ; 
thus the body, through its nervous sys- 
tem, becomes the gateway as well as Ше 
track or wires, froin the outer to the 
inner and from the inner to the outer. 


Electricity froin without entering the 
neural system is transmuted into nerve 
energy, which, making the circuit of the 
pliysieal system, meets the Soul or Spir- 
it forces within and becomes Spiritual- 
ized, magnetic energy, a new and crea- 
tive force from which springs all 1deal.

sciousness, the expression, through the 
Subjective Mind, ere we become ex- 
pressions of all the Superior man im- 
plies, the Divinity, over and above, in 
and through and around and about us, 
centering within the Ego as an indwell- 
ing creativeness, and the true powers of 
genius in the shape of that wisdom 
„which, alone, is true understanding, the 
knowing which is actualized mind, soul 
and spirit, the only possession and true 
reality of Divine Attributes or Power. . 
There are six primal centers, of re- - 
ceptivity and expression, to the Soul, or 
Subjective Mind, the Individualized 
Mind. These six centers form the in- 
ner cross of Being; they are: Power at 
the root of the tongue, at the Larynx; 
LOVE, at the separating, or base of the 
breast bone, one inch in; Truth, at the

You can never seek 
power by attempts to hallucinate your 
own mind nor by attempting to control 
others to their detriment while you rise, 
over their misfortunes, through your 
temporary hypnotie control of their 
mind; all this is a false notion and a 
wrong ideal; he, alone, rises to power 
and attracts others to him through his 
own psychical process, and through that 
which builds up the health, the success, 
the honor, the love, the truth, and good 
will of himself along with those he dc- 
sires to approach or deal with; his ob- 
ject must be the good of all, in order 
that their good may be his good, no 
other method of attainment can guaran-
